The letter fates gteat doubts, if it could not be taken in a 
few days, whether it could be taken at all. Several ptivate 
letters agree in fame accotnt, andthat it was only on account 
of tye large reinforeements arrived from the northern army, 
that’an immediate attempt had-been delayed ; and they all 
fay, if the American lines were. all manned, that- indepen- 
dent of delays, ‘and the iucreafing difficulty of the climate, ' 
it would be next to impoffible to take Charleftown. 

The large. boom and chain which the Americans had 
thrown acrofs the river Delaware, that was taken up after 
Philadelphia was taken by Sir William Howe, was fent to 
Gibraltar, where it is now ufed for the defence of that har- 
bour : it was the largeit ever conftructed, and is faid to have 
been made inyFrance. 

Among the difpatches brought home by Capt. Thompfon, 
of the Hywna frigate, is an expres from Commodore John- 
ftone on the Lifddn ftation, informing the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty that he had difpatched Capt. Maclaurin to Sir G. Rod- 
ney with ‘advice, that 14 fail of the line, with a number of 
traofports, having ou board 10,009 troops, failed from Ca- 
diz to the weitward on the 18th of April lat. The defign 
of this expedition is varjoufly talked of. Some fay the ob- 
ject is to take Jamaica; and others, that the! armament is 
feet out merely to quell a rebellion in South America. 

A gentleman lately returned from: France by way of Of- 
tend fays, that he léft Paris on the 2d of May, .at which 
time the Chevalier de St George, generally called the Pre- 
tender, was there, accompanied by a young gentleman of 
the name of Murray, a relation of his Secretary Murray;

The French fay he was to go to. Vienna the 4th of this 
month, and return to Paris before the roth of Juue ; that. 
he was at Madrid in March lait, and had many audiences 
with the King and his Minifters 

Advice is received of an engagement between an Englith . 
privateer and a Swedish frigate in the north feas, in confe- 
quence of the farmer demanding to fearch the latter, which 
the Swedith officers refifted ; the privateer therefore fired a 
broadfide into the frigate, and repeated it-fo fmartly, that 
the Swede had every officer wounded, and feveral men, kil- 
led before fhe’ could get her-guns loaded, having no eartrid- 
ges made at the time fhe was attacked. The privateer, as 
foon as the perceived her force, bore away, and cfeaped. 
The Swedith Captain.isofince dead. A ftrong Memorial is 
come over telpetting this tranfaction, from ‘the Court of. 
Sweden. - 

Advices are received over land, at the India-houfe, which 
left Indianin. December laft, that there had been a terrible 
hurricane on the Malabar -coaft, in which one fhip was to- 
tally loft, and all the crew and paffengers perifhed, and ma-- 
ny others were greatly damaged. They likewife add, that- 
the Mahrattoes had laid fiege to Tillichery, which it was 
feared would fall. sels uA 

No news of confequence is expected this feafon from In- 
dia, as the expedition againft tha Manillas was not underta- 
ken when the Jaft difpatches came from thence.
